The rebellion in China, with the in- 


vasion by the troops of Europe and 
the United States, gave Russia 
her 


opportunity to seize upon Manchuria 
towns and garison them 
with her 


troops until she controlled the big 
province. Japan, unhappy at the re- 
sult of her Avar with China. Russia 
having forbidden her to keep the fruits 
of victory. looked on this invasion of 
the east with angry eyes. 


Russia demanded that China cede to 


her the province of Manchuria and 
provided a secret treaty for the Chin- 
ese to sign. It was admitted by other 
nations that the signing of the treaty 
would lead to the gravest complica- 
tions, probably to the partition of the 
Chinese empire and possibly a war be- 
tween Japan and Russia in regard to 
the kingdom of Corea. China appeal- 
ed to the United States and then re- 
fused to sign the treaty. 


The Czar then gave what was re- 


garded as an official explanation of his 
position on April 5. 1901, as follows: 


"While 
the Rusian 
government 


maintains its present 
organization 


(army) in Manchuria tc preserve order 
In the vicinity of the broad frontiers 
of Russia, and remains faithful to its 
original and oft-repeated political pro- 
gram. It will quietly await the further 
course of events." 


This explanation 
followed 
Secre- 


tary Hay's famous note to the Europ- 
ean powers and Japan, saying: 


"It would be unwise and dangerous 


In the extreme Tor China to make any 
arrangment or to consider any propo- 
sition of a private nature Involving the 
surrender of territory or financial ob- 
ligations by convention with any parti- 
cular power." 


The note continued that, "the gov- 


ernment of the United States desires to 
express its sense of the impropriety, 
inexpendiency and even extreme dan- 
ger to the interest of China of con- 
sidering any private territorial or fin- 
ancial arangements. at lesst without 
the full knowledge and approval of all 
the powers now engaged In negotia- 
tion." 


Russia has held 
on

though denying any intention of force 
r.p.til ear3y in the present year, when 
the Russian minister to China inform- 
ed the Chinese that the Russian gov- 
ernment refused to amend the Man- 
churian treaty, and unless the treaty

sented to the York County Hitorical So- 
ciety a ball of silk woven at the yillage 
of Two Taverns, Adams county, by his 
. irother, October 1833. It is an interest- 
ing recollection of a bygone industry in 
. Southern Pennsylvania, and a memora- 
ble event in local history. 


On the night of noyember 18,1833, the 


..-greatest rnefeoric shower known in the 
, history of nations took place. It was 
.most strikingly prominent in this state. 


During the early morning of the 4th 


the air was as full of falling meteors as 
it is with flakes during a tnowstorm. In- 
nocent people were frightened, and for 


:.=a time thought the world was at band, 
Ytielieved the millions of small stars above

pliad passed through the tail of a comet 
which caused the unusual and wonder- 
ful meteoric display. 


When this event occurred Mr. Hause
